DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 1 50 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, 'The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because of the presence of legal 

phraseology. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should 
include the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in 
upper case, without underlining or bold type, as a section heading.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis for the push rod recited in claim 43. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
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351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-4, 15 and 22-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Kraan '850. 

There is disclosed in Kraan an apparatus for preparing coffee, comprising: a 
holder 4 provided with an access opening 24 for placing a product to be extracted in the 
holder; a cover 34 for closing the access opening; clamping means 76 for pressing the 
cover towards the holder when the cover closes off the access opening of the holder, 
the clamping means including a recess 84 and a mating cam 86; and closing means 80 
for retaining the cover and the clamping means in position. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 29, 30, 40, 45, 55, 60 and 70 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Fond et al. '472. 

There is disclosed in Fond an apparatus for preparing coffee, comprising: a 
holder 78; a housing part 76 mounting the holder; a liftable cover 81 for closing the 
holder, the cover including an opening 10 for delivering water; and a clamping 
arrangement for pressing the cover against the holder, the clamping arrangement 
including a slider 72, 80 mounted over the cover and slidably moveable between a non- 
clamping position and a clamping position. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-14, 16-21, 26-28, 31-39, 41, 42, 44, 46-54, 56-59, 61-69 and 71-74 are 
objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if 
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rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Claim 43 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
